A serious effort should be made by the city council to co-operate 
with the State Immigration and Housing Commission in doing some- 
thing towards alleviating the condition of unemployed workers. 


Every city in the state has its unemployed problem and Rich- 


mond is by no means an exception. Proportionately it has probably 
as many unemployed workers as any other city on the coast. 

San Francisco is making a strong effort to do something, as is 
practically every other city in the country. “While sincere efforts 
have been made by local organizations to help, the city has 
nothing. 

All the boost in the world doesn’t change the fact that we have 
much unemployment. Every community is facing similar conditions. 
It is not particularly the fault of Richmond, though it might be said 
of Richmond that our governing body has shown an aggravating 
disregard of the rights of local workers to get the first chance on 
city work. ; 

Commissioner George L. Melton has asked that a committee be 
formed to confer with him in the near future. The council has de-| 
cided to consider the matter of local co-operation at their meeting! 
Monday. 

Every effort should be made at that meeting to help the state 
commission. 

Many of us are sick of investigations that seem to arrive no- 
where. But, even though nothing big is done for the state’s unem- 
ployed this year, the publicity will help. Hammer into the heads 
of everyone that the unemployed question is the biggest question 
that society has to solve and something will be done.
